Several large 
companies are laying pipe linés and 
buliding tanks as rapidly as possible 
to take care of the oll. Export to 
foreign markets has begun. 

“Work is being prosecuted on large 
irrigation projects. On the Conchos 
River in Chihuahua, a Canadian 
syndicate is spending $10,000,000 gold 
in dams and canals for irrigating cot- 
ton and farming lands. Electric power 
will be generated for the cities of Chi- 
huahua and Parral, In the State of 
Tamanlipas, opposite Brownsville, 
Tex., an immense work, subsidized by 
the Mexican government, is being un- 
dertaken in irrigating lands that will 
be colonized from Europe. Similar 
work on the Yaqui River in Sonora, 
has already been undertaken by a 
Los Angeles syndicate, Several im- 
portant water powers are to be de- 
veloped by European. capital.

NEW SCIENTIFIC WRINKLE. 


Copper and Bronze Relics Given 
Electrolytic Bath and Regain Luster 


of Original Days. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THES TIMES.) 

SAN FRANCISCO Aug. 8.—[ Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Experiments in saving 
old copper and bronge relics, which 
have been buried for hundreds of 
years, by use of an electrolytic proc- 
ess, recently discovered, will be ¢on- 
ducted by the department’ of. archae- 
ology at the State university this year. 
Recent experiments under: the direc- 
tion of Prof. A. L. Kroeber have re- 
sulted in the recovery of numerous 
spear heads and other relies, on which 
several old methods of cleansing were 
ineffectually tricd. 

By the electrolytic process old cop- 
per and bronze relics which have be- 
come beavily corroded by: lying for 
years underground can be cleaned off 
and brightened, making possible a 
special study of methods of handi- 
work used by the craftemen of the 
earlier centuries. 

The method followed is to wrap the 
articles in ginc plates and. then im- 
merse them in a solution of chemi- 
cals. An electric. current is then turned 
into the bath the ginc plate as con- 
ductor, and the surface of the arti- 
cles is thoroughly cleaned.

Within a Few Weeks Construction 
Will Be Begun on Bullding That is 
to Adorn Loma Drive — Will Be 
Maintained as Adjunct to Young 
Woman’s Christian Association.

private parlors, library, a  lecture- 
room to seat 300, a dining-room with 
a capacity of 200 and the kitchens.

The recommendations 
of the Tariff Commission willy of course, be 
advisory only, and Congress can disregard 
them in whole or in part, Wut it may be 
assumed that Congress will be largely, if 
not entirely, governed in ite tariff legiala- 
tion by the reports of the Tariff Commission. 
In making investigation of the woolen 
sohedule, for instance, the Tariff’ Commie 
sion will bave before it two woolen gar:

Rey MeCiellan, charged with murder, 
demonstrated his groas petency 
and unfairness by aiving (6 the jury in 
eald case, at the instance and request of 
the defendant's attorneys, unfair and 
erroneous instructions to the law, in- 
tended to biae the jury in favor of the 
defendant and secure af scequittal and 
did eo the jury and Cause an 
uittal; while at the same time he (sald 
hn Coke) fatled and refused to 
the jury fair and legal instructions 
which were asked by the prosecution. 
All of which contributed to and brought 
about the defeat of the ends of justice,” 
At the special election the Oregon voters 
will be summoned from their several vooa- 
tions to determine whether Judge Coke, in 
his inetructions to the jury, stated the law 
correctly, If the defendant had been con. 
vieted he could have appealed to the fu 
preme Court, where the judicial setion of 
the lower tribunal would have been re 
viewed, There ie no provision in Oregon 
for an appeal to the Bupreme Court from a 
judgment of acquittal, and the only appeal 
that can be takeh from such judgment is 
to the voters by means of the recall. s 
It ia noticeable that Judge Coke te not 
charged with corruption, or tnebriety, or 
other offense involving moral turpitude, The 
only acousation againet him ie that he did 
not state the law correctly in giving in 
atructions asked by the attorney for the 
defendant and in refusing instructions asked 
by the attorney for the prosecution. The 
provision of law to the effect that the jury 
are exclusive judges of the fact and the 
oourt is the exolusive judge of the law is 
disregarded by the recall, which makes the 
voters judges of the law. 
In voting on the proposition to recall 
Judge Coke those who vote to retain him 
will vote that hie inetructions correctly 
stated the law. Those whe vote to remove 
him will vote that his inetructions were not 
law. The personality of the Judge seema to

WHERE DO THEY GO? 


Anglers along the beach this same]

perhaps their hives stand for more 
than the four royal Manuels—were 
Emmanuel Swedenborg, the Swedish 
scientist and theologian, Immanuel | 
Kant, the German metaphysician, and | 
Emmanuel Grouchy, French marshal. 


The first of these in point of time 


was Swedenborg, although when he 
was born in 1688, his name was not 
Swedenborg, but Svedberg: it was 
changed in 1719 when he became en- 
noblel. His father was the bishop of 
Skara, and took particular care of 
the son's education, bringing him up 
in the ways of the Lutheran Church. 
Emmanuel from early boyhood dis- 
played a strongly religious disposition, 
and his fond parents used to say that 
snes spoke to him as he lay in his 
cradle. 


lt was as a scientist that Sweden- 


borg firet gained fame. He held sey-. 
eral positions in Sweden, after his 
education hal been completed with, 
travel in Europe, Holland, Germany 
and England. But in 1745 Sweden- 
borg professed to have had his eyes 
opened and from that date he became 
interesting as a seer, and because of 
the new religion he promulgated, 
rather than as a sactentist.

Kant remained at the university of 


Pmmanuel, Marquis de Grouchy, 


In @pite of his birth and education, 


trusted companions and followers. 
He too ka prominent part in all the 
Napoleonic campaigns, and during the 
dreadful retreat from Moscow led the 
imperial body guard, officers who 
were called the “sacred squa iron.” 

With the defeat of Napoleon, 
Grouchy found himeelf out of favor 
in government circles. But he bided 
his time. and when Napoleon re- 
turned from his imprisonment on 
Elba, Grouchy was one of the first to 
offer his services. and stayed by the 
Emperor's side until Waterloo. The} 
story of Waterloo is really the story 
ot Grouchy’s failure to bring rein- 
forcements to Napoleon at the right 
moment. “I would have gained the 
day but fer his stupidity.” exclaimed 
Napoleon angrily, commenting en 
Grouchy'’s mistake. 

And although Grouchy triel toe 
make. up for his fatal error in fudg@- 
ment the empire was lost. Napoleon 
w sent to St. Helena, and Grouchy 
spént the rest of his life trying to 
justify his actions before the world. 
Upon the second restoration, Grouchy 
was exiled, and he spent five years of 
his exile in Philadelphia. 

Besides these three greatest men of 
the name several others have gained 
fame in various other walks of. life. 
One of these is Emmanuel Hiel, a 


other is Emanuel Leutze, a German- 
American painter. who died in 14868. 
Leutze was born in Germany in 1816, 


for painting. and was placed under the 
instruction of a portrait painter of 
Philadelphia. One of the pictures he 
painted at this time attracted atten- 
tion, he obtained orders for several 
other pictures, and so gained money 
which enabled him to study in Europe. 
He lived part of his subsequent life in 
Dusseldorf, Germany, and part in 
America, ant he died in a room at 
Washington which looked out on the 
national capitol, where one of his 
most popular pictures, “Westward 
Ho!” still attracts attention. Some 
of his other well-known pictures are 
“Washington Crossing the Deleware,” 
“Milton Entertaining Cromwell,” and 
“The Amazon and Her Children,” 

Emmanuel Lasker, born in Ger- 
many in 1868, at one time world 
chess champion, and Emmanuel Las 
Cases, companion and historian of 
Napoleon Bonaparte at St. Helena. 
are two other famous men of this 
name.

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The War DaybyDay Fifty Years Ago

August 9, 1861—The Confederate Privateer York Was 
Chased Ashore by a Union Vessel at Cape Hatteras and 
Fired by Her Own Crew—Actitities of the Southern 
Privateers Causing Worry to Northern, Ship Owners. 


IFTY yearmago today a “long, low, | 


rakish™ schooner such as figure in 
pirate tales, was chased by a ynion 
gunboat off Cape Hatteras until she 
struck the Beach, and way» then set on 
fire by her own crew and abandoned 


The schooner was the Confederate 
privateer York. Her end was typical 
of what was to be expected by her 
owners, and was no Joubt accepted by 
them as part of the hazard of their 
business. That they escaped a north- 
ern prison doubtiess helped them to 
regard philosophically the loss of their 
achooner. 

Southern privateers were not held 


as prisoners of war at that stage of | 


the great cenfifet, but were tried as 
pirates. 

The United States did not engage in 
privateering. which had also been 
abandoned, ‘by international agree- 
ment, in Europe. The attitude of the 
Federa! government, therefore, toward 
privateering, was held to be proper 
anJ Josical by the authorities at Wash- 
ington. j 

Those at Richmond, however, held 
another view, claiming that privateer- 
ing was an ancient inatitution, that 
the southern privateers were Jegiti- 
mately commissioned private armed 
ships of war, and that their crews 
were entitied when taken to treatment 
es prisoners, of war, subject to ex- 
change. 

Under thege circumstances the de- 
struction or capture of a Confederate 
privateer fifty years ago this time 
caused a stir both in the north and 
the south quite out of proportion to 
the amount of property involved. 

The captured privateersmen were 
never referred to by northern newspa- 


pers as other than “pirates,” or “the 
pirate crew,” and more often than not 
& mob jeered at their heels when they 
were taken to prison or to court tn 
Philadelphia‘or New York. p 

Such capttres were the cause of 
Geep irritation between the Confed- 
erate and United States governments, 
for the Confederates adopted a system 
of reprisais on union prisoners that 
Was intended to be severe enough to 
foree the United States government 
‘oto recognizing privateers as prison- 
ersofwar. -  . 

Whenever a privateer crew escaped 
capture, therefore, the south rejoiced, 
and wise men ‘in the north had Ittle 
Cause for sorfow, for the whole busi- 
ness of privateering and its train of 
events was one of the least engaging 
in the trade of war. 

York Was From Norfolk. 

The privateer York was from Nor- 
folk. Bullt at: Baltimore, she had been 
ad as a piliot t at Hampton 
Roads before the wat, haJ been fitted 
with a single pivot gun, a six-pounder 
thet could be expected to do little 
execution except on unarmed vessels— 
and with a crew of thirty men, a large 


company for @ vessel of but fifty tons 


in Command of Capt. John P 
sailing under letters of marque and 
reprisal (as a privateer’s papers were 
eatied) from the Confederate govern- 
“ent. had put to sea on July 9. 

As it was not the Intention of Capt. 
Goeffrey to go far from the coast, 
erulsing ground was chosen off Cape 
Hatteras, whére shipping passing 
nerth and south came near the hand.

This prize was worth about $25,000, 
being an excelient haul for a schooner 
valued at $8000 at the outside. Her 
ceptain and crew were taken aboard 
the York and # prize crew was put on 
the brig te take her into port.

fortune. They were counting their 
chickens before they were hatched, 
however.

About 9 a.m, however, a steam-

cut the privateer off from this haven, 
and did so. It was now a forlorn 
hope for the schooger, and finally 
there remained to her crew but one 
thing- to do—to beach the York and 
escape to the shore. 

To lighten the vessel her gun was 
dismounted and tipped over the side. 
Then with all sail set the privateer 
was headed for the sands, at a point 
about four miles below Bodie's 
and lighthouse. 

As she struck the beach her crew 
jamped into the surf and made their 
way ashore, a few remaining to ap- 
piy the torch to the schooner. 
Flames were soon pouring down 
the cabin and fore hatchway of the 
York, and as her crew and their pris- 
oners stood on the beach and watched 
the vessel burn, the Federal steamer, 
which proved to be the Union, Com- 
mander J. R. Goldsborough, swept 
the burning craft and the beach with 
shelis and grape shot. 

The wind being off the shore, and 
the tide rising, the privateer drifted 
off the beach, and out to sea, a mass 
of flames. 

The gunboat now paid attention to 
the York's prize, the schooner Baker. 
She was soon overhauled, 
Confederate prize crew lost no time 
s acceding to a demand for surren- 
er. 
As they stood on the deck of the 
Union, ruefully regarding their cap- 
tors, their worst fears were realized, 
for handcuffs and tlegirons weré 
brought out. They were subjected to 
“double frons” and thrust below.
